Today, January 26, has been set 
aside by Dr. Thomas Parren, Sur- 
geon General of the United States, 
as Public Health Nursing Day. 
The aim is to bring before the pub- 
lic the functions and extent of 
public health service and its con- 
tribution to community health. 

At Hunter’s Point; various ser- 
vices have been made available to 
war workers and. their families. 
Some of these are: 

A public nurse is in attendance 
daily from 8 a.m. to 5 p.m. and 
from "8:30 to 12 noon Saturdays, at 
the Health Center, 177 Hilltop 
Road, to assist parents and. oth- 


ers with matters concerning health, 
illness and welfare. Special atten- 
tion is paid to maternity and child 
health. 

Health centers at the various 
projects are devoted to the super- 
vision of the well child under 
school age and provide: 

1. Physical examination and ad- 
vice, for. infants. and. pre- 
school children by a child spe- 
cialist. 

2. Mothers’ education, hygiene 
for the individual child, child 
feeding and habit training. 

3. Immunization against whoop- 
ing cough, diphtheria, and 

" smalipox, schick and tuber- 


culin testing.

the ships of the Fleet. 

“T was at Peleliu during Septem- 
ber,” the admiral continued. “I 
had the privilege of going ashore 
with the First Division of the Ma- 
rines and could see pretty well 
what the problem was. When we 
left we were told that there would 
still be fighting three days later. 
Actually, they were fighting on this 
island, five miles long and three 
miles wide, for two months after- 
ward. Japs are no pushover! 


“We now have three enemies in 
the Pacific. The first one is the 
distance. This war is being fought 
5,000 miles from the home base. 
Secondly, we have weather— ty- 
phoons are tough and have taken 
their toll. And, of course, we inci- 
dentally have the Japs to fight and 
they are pretty tough, too.”

Housing, of course, will play an 
important part in this vast pro- 
gram. One thousand more family 
units will be started soon, with 
funds already allocated, according 
to Preston L. Wright, regional di- 
rector of the National Housing 
Agency.

Before a cheering audience of 1500 wounded heroes, the 
South Gate boxing team with the help of Father Meyers of 
All Hallows Church, put on one of the best shows ever wit- 
nessed at Oak Knoll Naval Hospital, Sunday, January 14.

ness and all they asked was when 
we would be back again to put on 
another show. 

The boxers put on a show that 
we can be proud of. They took the 
trip to the hospital with only one 
purpose in mind, that being to 
make the wounded and battle-tired 
heroes forget their troubles, and 
that they did, yes indeed! 

This was the first boxing show 
ever held at Oak Knoll Naval Hos- 
pital and was well received. While 
the new portable ring was being 
assembled, many sailors who were 
able to get around gave a helping 
hand. Some helped with the assem- 
bling of the ring, some with the ar- 
ranging of the seats and others 
helped second the boxers while the 
show was in progress. 

The show consisted of seven con- 
tests, each consisting of three two- 
minute rounds. 

In the first bout, EMIL SER- 
RANO and ROGER GOODMAN, 
74 pounders of All Hallows Church, 
started off the show with a bang. 
These gladiators mixed boxing 
skill with punching ability that 
had the crowd cheering from the 
very start. For three rounds they 
stood toe to toe and let go with 
all they had.

In 
this contest we saw a boxer (Kid 
Jenkins) and a slugger (Frankie 
Bermudas) work like two profes- 
sionals. Jenkins, like all good box- 
ers, was always the aggressor, 
while Frankie let Jenkins come to 
him. and then let go with both 
hands to land some telling blows.
